GEORGE STARE IW KANSAS. 


Trie People He Hap Seen and Notes 


of His Journey. 


Our fellow-townsman, Mr. George Stare, 


has been in tlia elate of Kansas pi nee 
Sept. aitli. He writes tlie llsrciiLicAX 
an interesting letter fiorn which we make 
the following extracts: 


EDH. KKPCULICAN: Arrived at Kansas 


City, which 11 years ago was a email 
town of low houses anci long steps, now 
one of the lines dties in the west; cannot 
be excelled for its street railway uncl 
cable cur system. 
Here I found my 


friend Harry Uillehunt and wife. They 
entertained me and showed all the prin- 
cipal points of interest. At Tojieka I 
bad a pleasant visit with my old friend, 
J. Weethafer, whom i hadn't seen for 3(! 
years. He showed me all through the 
city and the splendid state house. Salina 
is one of the most beautiful cities in the 
west, with its wide streets and shady 
walks. Here I met John 15. Shellabar- 
ger and wife, who entertained me hos- 
pitably, luting me all over the city and 
to the fair grounds in their carriage. 
Also met Albert llenklc and his wife, all 
in good health. On arrival at Lrowndl, 
Ness county, was met at tlie depot by .1.

wagon 40 miles to Hays City, through n 
stretch of the finest scenery mortal eyes 
ever beheld. Ellis is an old looking town, 
where the Kansas 1'acilic round house is 
kx'ated. Westward a few miles we came 
to the home of our runner fellow towns- 
man, 
H. M. St.-ailey, where we had a 


pleasant time; looked over his beautiful 
farm of 4SO acres; his granaries are all 
full of wheat, and the stock yards are. 
crowded with herds of cattle; he has over 
10H head; his well-kept farm reminded 
me of those I have seen in York county, 
1'ii, Next 1 met my old friend, Mr. Camp- 
bell, with IlliO acres of land. He is kept 
busy day and night. Six miles north 
and west I met,I. S. Strniloy, with his 
farm of 160 acres, and plenty of grain. 
He is noted as one o f - t h e best wheat 
raisers in west Kansas. Hix measured 
acres of his laud yielded 05'1: bushels to 
the acre. Through the Smoky Valley we 
saw many beautiful farms. The father- 
in-law of Mr. Barnett has n magnificent 
farm. 1'lHityof dust here.

SESATOB SHKKMAN in a recent speech 


in Ohio summed tip some of the crimes 
against the ballot-box committed by the 
democratic party, or at least oomrcitted 
in its interest and the profits ot which 
it was willing to take.

In the presidential election of 
18fi8, in the city of New York, controlled 
by the infamous Boss Tweed, frauds were 
committed by stuffing tho ballot-boxes 
and various other devices amounting to 
more than 15,000 votes, or enough to 
change the vote of that state from Gen. 
Grant to Horatio Seymour. The facts in 
this case were proven by a committee ot 
congress and Uie facts ascertained have 
never been questioned or disputed. If 
the election that year had turned upou 
the vote of New York Senator Sherman 
BII} H that in all probability it would have 
led to civil war. Besides these were the 
"rent frauds m Louisiana and other 
nmthern states in 1870, by which it was 
attempted to turn the presidential 
election in favor of Samuel J. lilden, 
and in the same states at every general 
election from that day to this. Senator 
bhernuoi concluded the subject with 
this statement: 
. 
"Have you ever thought of the in- 


evitable result of frauds at elections? 
The minor matter of fights and blood- 
shed tbac occur at the moment is the 
least important consequence. The reiil 
danger is that fraud at elections will 
undermine our republican institutions. 
As su'«' KB fate, if practiced in the future 
as in the past, it will end in civil war. I 
do not threaten this, because I do not 
anticipate it, for I believe the people will 
correct the dangerous tendency of the 
times long before it comes to the last re- 
sort, an appeal to force. I would rather 
be ruled by the meanest tyrant that ever 
cursed 
mankind than be habitually 


cheated by the criminal classes out of 
my right to vote. And when euch fraud 
extends to state and national elections, 
as it did in 18HS and lH7fi, it threatens to 
subvert republican government and jus- 
tili™ the moat extreme measures of resis- 
tance, and such V.MS getting to be the 
temper of the people of Ohio after the 
frauds of 
IHHi) 
at 
Cincinnati 
and 


Columbus."

Manager Martin, of the Decatur Elec- 


tric Railway company, which has been 
operating cars between the depot and 
Lincoln Square on Cerro Gordo and 
North Main streets, with indifferent suc- 
cess, is on the warpath, and frankly con- 
fesses that the electrical appliances, the 
motors and the over-burdened generator 
are insufficient. He says the cars, the 
track and the engines are all right, but 
he is short of power and will hustle for 
another system, possibly the Sprague 
system, with its double motor trnckp, 
He left to-d»y for Louisville to confer 
with the Louisville capitalists whose 
money has been expended in the purchase 
of electrical apparatus which Mr. Martiu 
does not hesitate to condemn. (Last 
night Manager Martion made the decla- 
ration that he did not believe the genera- 
tors at the Decatnr Electric power house 
would run three cars satisfactorily. It 
is too small—too deficient in strength 
while the motors on the oars are proven 
to be too small, hardly powerful enough 
to haul 10 people and the car from the 
depot to the square. 


The track is said to be O. K,, ditto the 


wiring, but after many days of trial and 
vexation, it is at hist admitted that the 
system is n. g., and the generators en- 
tirely too light. 


The engines are of 100-horse power, 


each amply sufficient for the plnnt, if the 
electrical apparatus was all right; but it 
is not, therefore Manager Martin has be- 
come disgusted nnd will devise some 
means of changing the system. 


Aside from the imperfect system, his 


greatest grief has been in trying to do 
business with his supply company whose 
officers have time and again disappointed 
him in forwarding the equipment. 


After the three motor trucks had ar- 


rived he began to make contracts to fur- 
nish electric light for stores, offices and 
dwellings, and he claims to have been 
notified that the necestary wire had been 
shipped. Yesterday he iniide inquiry,and 
found that the wire had not been shipped. 


Manager Martin states that he cannot 


stand such a ragged way of doing busi- 
ness, and if there is any virtue in argu- 
ment and money he will make an early 
change in the system. 


Evidently Manager Martin is on the 


rampage.
